THE BRITISH COLONIST- 
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Canada on ilie Railway 



"We bave devoted conaidorable space 
to a report of the Confederation dobftto 
in the Dominion House oi Commons 
and to the opiniona of the Canadian 
Pwbb bearing more directly upon tho 
question of on intorooeanio railway. 
TboBO who have given those debates and 
opinions a oaretnl porsnal will probably 
have reached the common couolusion 
that allpartioB in Canada, toTtue t he 
words of tue leader of the 
Opposition, recognise in tho rail- 
way 1 an urgent political necos- 
aity,' and that the determined stand 
taken in opposition to the terms pro- 
pounded by tho Government really had 
no higher aim than a eoat on the 
' Ministerial benobes.' It eooms almost 
nnoharitablo to come to such a conclu- 
sion ; and yet it appears to us to be 
Inevitable. Iudood tho leader of the 
Opposition was hoard to soy last Ham- 
mer that he was in favor of tho terms 
generally, tbat he waB in favor of the 
railway in particular, but that U there 
appeared to bo an opportunity present 
ed of ousting the Government upon the 
question ho and his party might take 
advantage of it. The Bequol goes to 
show that he and bis party did most 
eagerly and doterminodly avail them- 
selves of what tbey doubtloas imagined 
to be a favorable opportunity to escape 
from the oold shades of the Oppositiou. 
Fortunately for British Columbia and, 
aa we think, for the Dominion, that 
attempt failed. That the gamo was i 
legitimate one for a political party long 
ing for tho sweots of offiao it would 
scarcely bo worth while to question, 
Yet one could wish that fo respectable 
a party a9 tho Oppo:ition in tho Domiii 
ion Parliament had selected a question 
for the trial of thoir strongth less calcu- 
lated to oast a cloud over their patriot 
ism. As a cockney onoe said to tho 
manager of ono of the inferior metro 
politan theat.es, 'Wo don't expect no 
grammar hero; bat you might shut to 
your seeties.' To admit that tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway is 'an urgent political 
necessity' was to admit all — was to ex 
pose the hollowuesa of the opposition 
offered to the terms ; for it ia to bo re- 
marked that throughout the whole do- 
bate no decided grouud was attemptod 
to bo taken agaiust any other item in 
the list. There aro probably few in the 
Canadian Parliament better able to 
gmsp the whole scheme of empire than Sir 
AT Gait and Mr Alexander Mackenzie. 
Having admitted tho 'urgent political 
necessity' of tho railway, they can 
■earoely hope to gel credit for smoority 
in pretending tbat to build it in ton 
years ia to build with undue haste. Nay, 
they have the intelligence and grasp of 
mind to know, as tbey must know, tbat unless 
tbat 'orient political necessity' is supplied 
witbiD the decade upon wbiob we are entiling it 
may como to:) lute. It was woll remarked 
by the Hon Mr Dankin, in the course ol tbe 
debate, tbat to pnusa in tbe westward exten- 
sion of empire was to go back the whole 
distance. Another Cabinet Minister naed 
an apt illustration when, io regard to thn 
■sine subject, bo said that they had latiuchad 
tbe Confederation bark upon thin ice and 
must slide qoiokly or break through. Hav- 
ing gone for tho Treasury benches and failed, 
now that the terms huvu been ucoepted and 
tbe honor and interest ol the nation are alike 
bound up in their fulfilment, it is hoped mem- 
bers of the Opposition will vio with mem- 
bers o( the Government in an earnest and 
patriotic effort to render the nnioa thn« 
brought about a« happy and aa prohfio ol 
good remit, to tbe Dominion at large as the 
united energies ol tbe young nation, backed, 
as wa trust, by lha parent empire, can ren- 
der it j It is earnestly to be hoped that op- 
position to tho terms will bavo died with the 
•st division in Parliament. It woold, doubt- 
leas, be an easy matter to rnako the quei'ion 
an isbue a: tbe approaching general election , 
tod it is not improbable that «omo rents 
migbt be gained at the expense ol creating 
undue prejudioe in the public mind. Suob a 
course might possibly bring an accession to 
tbe ranks of the Opposition; but it cannot 
absolve Canada from tho self-imposed obli- 
gations of the terme of turbo, ft might 
alienate the people of tho Pacific ProTince, 
at a time and under ciroom5tanees whou 
unity and concord aro (agential. Cun*iln 
baa given Britifb Columbia good terms. Lm 
her carry out hnr engagements in the same 
loyal spirit and tho Pacific Piovince

A Sensation ia the Senate. 



Washington, March 30.— Tho Senate was 
enlivened to-day by an incident of a decidedly 
sensational character, in which General Ben 
Butler figured conspicuous, which created 
considerable comment on the floor and in the 
galleriuj. MrD&vis of Kentucky was conclud- 
ing his remarka when he observed Bntler wno 
waB sitting on Mr Tburman'i dsak and gazing 
on him intently. Mr Davis hooame restive, 
and speaking with his nsual warmth aud 
earnestnessj suddenly faced Mr Butler and 
continued his argument against the creditabi 
lity of tho exaggerated Ku Klux story, saying : 
' These factious charges are originated by 
parties to affect the coming eleotious. Tbo 
Legislatures to be elected are to choose ouo 
third of tbe members of the Senate, aud it is 
with u v : ew of using tbis politieal capital for 
theje diabolical aid devilish ends that theso 
vile and slanderous stories of outrages eman 
ate from the brains of political scoundrels and 
thieves.' Wben Mr Davia continued his seat 
Ur Bu'ler still resumed his steady gaze, and 
Mr Davis relumed it defiantly. Theyj glared 
at each other until it seemed probable that a 
personal collision would ensue, ifr Stevenson 
had taken the floor, but the attention of the 
Senate was wholly engrossed by the bellicose 
attitude of Davia and Butler. For at leasts 
minute they looked into each other's oye.s,and 
then Davis turned and addro£«t:d Butler as 
follows; 'What do you mean by attempting 
to browbeat me in that way ? Yon are a 

d d scoundrel. I repeat it again, you 

aro a (l . d scoundrel.' Mr Butler is said 

to have replied : ' I don't know jou, sir, and 
don't care for you, and I don't want lo speak 
to you.' Mr Wilson walked over for tht 
purpose of averting a collision, but Butler, 
after looking in anothor direction for a time 
went over to the Republican aide and soon 
after left tbo chamber. It is said tbat Mr 
Bayard suggested to Davis, while tbo latter 
was speaking, to appeal to tho chair and rid 
bimsel/of the annoyance of Butler, but Mr 
Olivia replied ibat ho was able to take care of 
himself and did not desire the protection of 
the Senate.

Lillooet, March 10lb, 1871. ' 
Mr Dkak Sir.— 1 with two other parties 
left here on Aog 26, 1865 and returned al 
tbe end of Septembtr. We went to find • 
unite from here lo Pitt lake, Westminster or 
Elnrrard Intel. We went as far as tbe Half- 
way house on tbe Pembe;lon Portage : took 
a eanoe.passed over to the Meadows, (a large 
tract of arablo land about two miles wide 
and many long which fed nil tbe aaiuale at 
one time, on tbe Donglas portage) crossed 
the meadows on to a pi-oo of timber lund ; 
crosued a river 70 foet wide 4 feet deep and 
ibon look tho Icdiau trail to Howe Senod. 
We had tbreo Indians with as who knew tbe 
road. A trail oan be mada along side of 
Solon and Anderson lakes ; there would be 
considerable blasting on Setoo Lake bnt 
tbore is a steamboat on if. In former days 
cattle paid $1 per head to a steamboat 
tor 13 miles across Seton Lake. There is 
also one on Anderson Lake bnt 
tbe machinery ia now out of ber and runs Ibe 
flour mill nt Lyllon. After crossing Ander- 
son Lake yon go (our miles an tbs Pember- 
tuu Portage ; ut tbe foot of a mountain cross 
tho river running from Chllicotio conntry 
(an inconsiderable shallow stream whioh 
runs into Lillooet Lake) reach a point of 
land, continue tbs trail for about two miles 
(TUero is an Indian trail the whole way to 
Howe Sound.) You then cross a river empty, 
lug into Lillooet Lake about 59 feet wide and 
i feet deep, with considerable eurrsnt.

the left (although 1 think it's a belter trail 
by keeping on the West tide, which takes yoa 
to tho Indian village on the Sound.) Tbe 
river is very much blocked up with timber j"0. 
After crousing tbs Squaraiih river it's a direct 
open valley to Howe Sound ; there is p' uty 
of feed all the way, aud room for half-a-doion 
saw mills, there being abundance of white, 
Douglas, cedar, and yellow pices, all of which 
could be sent down the Squamlsh river. It's 
quite a level valley from the start, abounding 
in game, ground hogs, -bear, deer and berries. 
It Is 40 or GO miles from the Pemberlen road, 
There are some positions for ranches. Lois 
of Scotch heather for sheep. On arriving 
within ten miles of the entrance ef the harbor 
the ground begins to slope and being covered 
with so much grass, flowers Jco., is a little 
Bwampy, notwithstanding the menhir for 
New Westminister's assertion tbat there is no 
feed and it's all rock, 4c. I aea quits certain 
he never went through the valley, as there it 
no rock, and plenty of feed the whole of tbe 
way. We tried to find a pass to New West- 
miuster or BurrardTulet, but failed on the 
Kaat side. The mountains of snow are 600 
feet high, and there is no other outlet but 
Howe Sound. No doubt a steamer eould oomt 
up some miles and not touch the moittgroaad 
complained of by the member for New West- 
minster. It is Ike only practicable Mate for a 
railway from tbe Kamloops through Uarbl* 
Canon Valley 16 miles, down the Frsier lo 
Lillooet 21 miles. No trouble making a road 
all the way. No engineering difficulties. No 
mountains to cross, 

In fact it, is lbs road intended by nature for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. To talk of 
carrying the laid railway down tbe Fraier to 
Y*le, and then along said river to Westmin- 
ster and Bnrrard Inlet is madness and an im- 
possibility without Ibe outlay of millions and 
auy quantity of bridges, while via Lillooet 
only three or four bridget are required with 
wood, water, and grass all the way, and you 
come at once to the seaboard. 

Tbe distance saved between Clieton and 
Howe Sound is no miles, between New 
Westminster and Clinton 2 L 7 miles, beiag a 
difference of 97 niiLes, better road, no over- 
hanging rocksj no river to roll into. Were 
there a road made, Ic would save all steamboats 
and the dangers uf Fraser River, and would 
cost to construct the same less than it costs 
to koep the Yale read in repair. 

If you can forward the construction or 
survey of said road you will be eonfsring ae 
everlasting favor on stock raisers and the 
Colony in general, and at last the trunk line 
of road will be in the right place.

The debate on the British Columbia re- 
solutions was resumed yesterday after re- 
ce»H, and continued until hall pail 12, when 
it was agaio adjourned. The ostensible 
qoettion at iss-ue is ihe obligation ol the Do- 
minion to M-care tbe construction of ifao rail- 
way within ton years; bat tbo real question 
ia narrowed down to this, Union or no 
Union with tha Pacific Colony, for a 
Union without some binding obligation lo 
secure railway ouinmuuicttioo would be a 
sham. If ihe Dominion cannot bind itseli 
io noour* the construction of a tbrongb rail- 
way within ten years, it would be better at 
ouoe to admit the incapacity to carry ont tbe 
grand scheme of Uiitisb North American 
Union, and to loll the Pacific culoniits tbat 
there is no present piospool of oar connect- 
ion with them being useful or beneficial to 
either. Hut we do not think theio is any 
good reason to appiehend sueh inoapaciiy. 
If tbe Dominion had to Been me the whole 
cust of the railway, ami to furni.h tbo money 
lor its construction, we are satisfied ihe 
country could well affjrd to bear Ihe ad- 
ditional buitheu ol debt, especially as witb 
a greatly increased popelutiun tbe dob) bear- 
ing power wuold be greaiely lo« 
cruaeed. The Interest on $100,000,000 
at five per cent, wonld ba 95,- 
000 000. and in ten years time by a vigorous 
prusecuiion ol public works and a spirited 
immigration polioy, we oould probably add 
a million, if not more, to our population, and 
with tbat increase we oould bear our addi- 
tional debt burden wiib as much ease as we 
boar our present burdens. At all oveols we 
havo obtained thepe largo lei rilorles, and if 
we would n ilizo tbem, we matt adopt a 
rigoiogi policy. 

From tbo Toronto Telegraph Srd April. 
The fleroa oppositior ofiared to lbs pro- 
posed P.ioifio railroad — si inolnded in tbs 
t heme of tbe Dominion Government for tbe 
admission of Hrinsh Co'umbia ioto tho 
Union—is another proof thai factiousness ban 
more to do witb the imaginary policy of the 
Girts than the desiru to expedite poblio bnsi. 
ucas or to legislate for the country's good. Tbe 
annexation of that tenitory wee advocated a 
abort time ago by men of every shade of 
politics ; Grits joined with inppoitsrB of the 
Government in pronouncing it a good and 
a prudent measure, and tbe actual leaders of 
the Opposition. Mr Brewn, and bis satellite, 
Mr Mackenzie, were es earger lor tbo eon- 
siruciion of a 1'ucifio road bb tbey odos wore 
lor CoLlederation and tbo Intercolonial. 
Their prcneut opposition to that work can- 
not, ihereforn, be attributed to a conviction 
of itn inutility, or lo a belief that its eoustiaot 
liin would bo a crushing onus on iho pen 



but pnrsly and simply to e Miserable spirit 
of faction, and lo tbat burning hatred of every 
measure iHtroduoed by the Goveinmer.1 
which characterize their ooudaot ia the 
Uoaee in tbeir presB and on the etump; It 
wan part and parcel also of tbe policy 
which they said they would pursne wben 
seated on tbe treasury benches, lo oomplete 
the onion of tbo British possessions la Am- 
erioa into one grand confederation ; end yet 
on parly grounds, and for nothing; else tbey 
oppose tbs admission ol British Colombia, 
and vote against tbeir often expressed wishes 
in the hopeless effort to avenge thsmselvee 
of a government whioh antioipatct Iheir 
most cherished plans, and whioh they cannot 
honorable oust from ciffioe. if we look at 
Ihe efleot--iho pecuniary efleet— of a rai'« 
road on the adjoining tiriitory, we shall find 
that the government schema for ike imme- 
diate construction of a Canadian Pacific 
Railroad is a paying one, and the one onion- 
luted above all others to make ' tbe desert 
bloom like the rose,' and transfer tbe enor- 
mous belle of wild land we possess into 
mines ot wealth and fruitful sources of profit. 
The Kansas lands— once at remola Irom 
civilization and repoted aa barren ae these 
seotiooB lot our own territory — whioh Mr 
Mackenzie bslievea to be uninhabitable— have 
been increased by the construction of a lail- 
road fin in a nominal figure per acre to $40 
aod J50 per acre when adjoining the truck, 
and $16 per acre within 8 or 10 miles of it. 
The Minnesota lands, adjoining our territory, 
are worth from $10 to $12 per acre for sehool 
sections, where — before the construction of a 
railroad — they were worth absolutely nothing 
at all. The wbolo history of American railroad 
building bristles witb facts which goto show 
that tbe Oantdi&nPaoifio railroad scheme will 
pay for itself by .the increased valoe of the 
lands adjoining it, and that it mutt, of neces- 
sity, add enormously to the revenue of tbe 
Dominion and develop to an incalculable ex- 
tent tbe resources which at present are altoge^ 
ther useless and almost unknown. Tbe altsr. 
nate suctions in the Fertile Belt which the 
Government intend to occupy, will be worth 
more than the money subsidy which they may 
grant, and it ie vory probable that— before in- 
curring any expense— they will be placed in 
possession of funds sufficient to liquidate any 
subsequent demands. These facts, and Ihe feel 
that all the parties in the Dominion have fa- 
vored the construction oi this road as tbe great 
link that will bring the Provincei into an Iron, 
bound Confederation, ought to be saffioient to 
eonvince the most sceptical fiat such a work 
is not only oeoeisary but imperative i and that 
ita present opponents— once its staunchest 
friends— are actuated neither by patriotism, 
honorable conviction, nor true economy, but by 
that wretched factiousness and eye-serving 
policy on which all their parliamentary actioa 
appears to be based,

At we expeoiod and expressed, tbe resolu- 
tions resp-eting tbe admission of British Co- 
lumbia ioto (be Dominion were,paseod in the 
House of Commons this morning at un early 
boar. Wo are gUd of tbiB, and that Ibe 
good tense of tbe House was shown in of- 
fering little of what coold bo culled a fac- 
tious opposition. The fair discussion of the 
matter was most desirable, and it auguis will 
for tbe nltimate success of the union that Ibe 
House of Commons, which looks generally 
to more dollars and oents, hat approved o> 
tbs terms of union. It will now be'for tbe 
Senate, in a calm and perfeetly dispastien 
ate manner, to say whoiber these terms are 
wite and tood. We expect fully ibtt tbe 
real ejues ioo will take place io the Senate, 
although we are very wall dalitfiod tbat 
the result arrived at by tb« Lower House 
will be accepted ae correal. 

It is only reasonable, and overy argsment 
• rged by the Government and Opposition 
members only tended either direoily or in 
diicoily to show tbat ibe chief point to be 
deoided — tbe buildiog ol a P-ciSo railway 
over Canadian soil — is not only essential lo 
the union of Bri'isb Columbia, but to 
seoare to this country that trade with the 
real O.ient which its potilim entitles it to 
expect and wbieb will be of inoie value then 
it is new poFsible to estimate. Without re- 
torting lo iho elapirtp reasoning of govern- 
ment organs, wo ouo eafel> affirm lhal, in 
tbe opinion of Ibe most intelligent statisti- 
cians and engineers, this work would realize 
a larger annual percentage iban any railway 
on tliij continent. Wo do m t altogether 
subscribe to this opinion, t,lthougb we have 
strong confidence io tha pajing qualities ol 
the British Pacific Road, and believe that 
every claim it makes oan be thoroughly eab- 
staniiated and even more. It may not be 
an AHadin'e lamp, but if it ie aot a source 
of unexpected, or we might say more than 
expected wealth, we shall be greatly dit- 
appointed.
